Sheriff Al Maning has as evidence 
a pink silk nightgown found in a 
drawer of Taylor's dresser 'the -night 
after the murder. Tho "nightie" was 
established as the property of' an in- 
ternationally known film star through 
the initials .of a private laundry mark. 
Henry Peavey, Taylor's, colored valet, 
when shown, the garment, admitted 
that his employer had had it for six 
months. 
When police questioned tho owner 


of the nightgown, she became hysteri- 
cal.Pea.vcw also contributed another set 
of pyrotechnics to the investigation 
with a statementthat Mabel Normand. 
film 'comedienne, had told him that 
1 she was engaged to .Taylor. Miss Nor 


mand, who was the last person to sec 
Tawlor before he was shot, indignantly 
denied Pcax-cy's assertions. 


"Mr. Taylor wa-s in love with Miss 


Normand," Peavey said. "I don't think 
she was so much in love with him 
though. She acted sometimes like she 
was tired of him." Police denied that 
the ."nightie" belonged to Miss Nor- 
mand.

President Uardiug in dismissing the 


armament voui'erence and congratulating 
them upon the really remarkable achieve- 
ments wrought, declared that the treaties 
•which have been negotiated and signed 
pave the way to world peace. 
This, he 


says, has been done "without surreiider 
ot' sovereignty, without impaired na- 
tioualily or offended national pride.'5 If 
the condition imposed upon the United 
Stales not to fortify Guam and the 
Philippine Islands is not an impairment 
oL" sovereignty, what is it? 
If the agree- 


ment of the United States not to build all 
the warships it wants to for the nest ten 
years is not an impairment of sovereign- 
ty, what, it may be asked, is it? 
The 


truth is that nations seldom enter into 
treaties that do not in some way modify 
sovereignty. 


I\Ir. Harding "s reference 
was, of 


course, implied!y to the League of Na- 
tious vovcuant, which has been denounced 
011 the ground that it involved a surren- 
der of nationality and sovereignty. 
As 


between the League of Nations covenant 
and the treaty signed at AVasliington. "the 
surrender of soveiegnty involved is pure- 
ly a matter of degree. In the Versailles 
agreement the United States had a com- 
plete veto power over every act of the 
League. It could withhold its assent to 
any action taken and could refuse to re- 
linquish sovereign power any time it de- 
sired. The weakest of all the arguments 
against the League of Nations covenant 
was that which set up the allegation that 
it meant surrender of sovereignty and 
created a super-government, for -as a mat- 
ter of fact there was no attempt at su- 
per-government and any abbreviation of 
sovereignty was -always within our con- 
trol and judgment. 


It is true, as Mr. Harding says, that 


the "\Vashington conference paves the way 
to world peace. In other words, it sug- 
gests the fact- that peace may be substi- 
tuted for force in the adjustment of in- 
ternational affairs. It does not, however, 
actually substitute reason for force and 
peace for war. Only in the Orient it, this 
new order established. Europe as yet is 
wholly exempt from it. 
"World peace is 


the object of the League of Nations and 
world peace will only be brought about 
when the civilized nations associate them- 
selves to banish war. If the League of 
Nations is not to be the instrument of 
this organized effort then we must find a 
substitute for it. 
That substitute has 
I 
not as yet been defined or even suggested 
by the president of the United States, 
the one nation today which is standing 
in the way of organizing the world to en- 
force peace and to prevent war.

THE PROFESSIONAL NURSE 
Dr. Charles H. Mayo remarks in an interview re 


cently published in Pictorial Review: "The educa- 
tional standards for registration of nurses as sot 
down by the nursing boards of the various states 
have gone beyond all reason. Any intelligent girl 
can acquire in two years all the knowledge neces- 
sary for the thoroly competent nurse. I know that 
in my work I ne\er have to ask any nurse to do 
anything which she could not have learned how lo 
do in two years' training . But as the laws of most 
states demand high school pre-education and three 
years' training for the registered nurse, the only 
way to circumvent them is by training sub-nurses 
or nursing aids, who will accept smaller pay, whose 
demands are not so exacting, and who will be pro 
ficient enough to take hold of almost any case pre- 
sented to them 
" 


I have long maintained that two years Is plenty 


long enough training for a competent nurse. 
In- 


deed, I think one year of the right kind of bedside 
teaching, without any of the stuff and nonsense the 
unfortunate pupil nurse is required to grapple with 
in books and "lectures" in these age long courses 
the highbrow nursing powers insist on, would give 
us plain people the kmd of nursing care we should 
have. 
, 


Instead of circumventing or evading the laws 


which make unreasonable requirements we should 
revise the laws. Those of us who have employed 
nurses personally know that graduates of a two 
year course are quite as competent in every way 


> are -graduates of a three j ear course, and per- 


haps less temperamental. The competent nuise is 
worth all and more than her weekly stipend when 
one needs nursing skill—I am speaking now from 
the patient's point of ^ew. One must 6e ill with- 
out the care of a competent nurse and then with 
the solace and comfort such a nurse provides ,in 
order to appreciate that the nurse is worthy of her 
lire. But if one year could bo cut off from the 
course of training she must take, in order to quali- 
fy for registration tinder the law, her value to the 
sick would be in no -wise diminished altho her ser- 
vices might be procured for less than she is r-ow 
forced to demand, and that would be a boon to the 
public.

:ull jcar of high school study should be sufficient 
to admit a girl to any hospital training school where 
top heaviness hasn't infected the nursing command. 


There fs still a large field for reliable well trained 


nurses who are not too "professional" to be of some 
iractical value in the sickroom.
